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1. SUMMARY: CONFERENCE JUNE 25 MOVED CLOSE TO RESOLUTION 
OE ALL VOTING ISSUES IN RULES OE PROCEDURE INCLUDING REAF- 
FIRMATION OF GENTLEMAN’S AGREEMENT, RULE 37 (DEEERMENT OE 
VOTING) AND REQUIRED VOTING MAJORITIES IN MAIN COMMITTEES 
AND PLENARY. PACKAGE, WHICH WAS PUT TOGETHER BY AMERA- 
SINGHE, WAS NOT EORMALLY PUT TO PLENARY TODAY AND DIS- 
CUSSION ON IT WILL CONTINUE TOMORROW. IT IS DELICATELY 
BALANCED COMPROMISE AND AMERASINGHE OBVIOUSLY WISHES TO 
SECURE ITS APPROVAL AS QUICKLY AS POSSIBLE. END SUMMARY. 

2. DETAILS. INEORMAL MEETINGS ON RULES OF PROCEDURE WOUND 
UP WITH MORNING SESSION JUNE 25. AMERASINGHE PLACED BEFORE 
GROUP EOLLOWING PROPOSAL, BASED ON INDIAN AND AUSTRALIAN/ 
CANADIAN SUGGESTIONS, FOR QUORUMS AND VOTING PROCEDURE IN MAIN 
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(A) MAIN COMMITTEES-QUORUM: SIMPLE MAJORITY OF PARTICI- 
PANTS IN RESPECTIVE SESSIONS/ OE CONFERENCE; VOTING: SUBSTANTIVE 
DECISIONS BY SIMPLE MAJORITY OE STATES PRESENT AND VOTING. 

(B) PLENARY-QUORUM: TWO-THIRDS OE PARTICIPANTS IN CON- 
EERENCE; VOTING: SUBSTANTIVE DECISIONS BY TWO-THIRDS OE STATES 
PRESENT AND VOTING PROVIDED NUMBER OE AEFIRMATIVE VOTES CONSTITUTES 
AT LEAST SIMPLE MAJORITY OF PARTICIPANTS IN RESPECTIVE SESSION OF 
CONFERENCE (ABOUT 75). 

(C) ADOPTION OP PINAL TEXT OP LOS CONVENTION: EITHER 

(1) BY THE SAME VOTE AS REQUIRED POR SUBSTANTIVE DECISION IN 
PLENARY, OR (2) BY TWO-THIRDS OF MAJORITY OF STATES PARTICIPATING 
IN RESPECTIVE SESSION OF CONFERENCE (BULGARIAN PROPOSAL, PARA 5, 
REFTEL). 

3. SINGAPORE, WITH LAND-LOCKED GROUP SUPPORT PROPOSED THREE 
AMENDMENTS TO CHAIRMAN'S COMPROMISE: 

(A) INCREASE OF QUORUM REQUIREMENT IN COMMITTEE PROM 
SIMPLE MAJORITY OP PARTICIPANTS TO TWO-THIRDS OF PARTICIPANTS IN 
RESPECTIVE SESSION OP CONPERENCE. 

(B) CHANGING VOTING MAJORITY REQUIRED IN PLENARY TO 
TWO-THIRDS OP THOSE VOTING YES, NO OR ABSTAINING, INCLUDING AT 
LEAST SIMPLE MAJORITY OP ALL PARTICIPANTS AND 

(C) BULGARIAN AMENDMENT (ALTERNATIVE 2 OP CHAIRMAN'S 
PAPER). 

4. INTENSIVE CONSULTATIONS BETWEEN ADJOURNMENT OP INPORMAL 
MEETING AND APTERNOON PLENARY SESSION RESULTED IN NEAR CONSENSUS 
ON AN ELABORATION OP AMERASINGHE'S EARLIER PAPER WHICH WOULD LEAVE 
UNCHANGED HIS PROPOSALS FOR QUORUM REQUIREMENTS AND VOTING 
MAJORITIES IN MAIN COMMITTEES AND PLENARY, BUT WHICH INCLUDED 
POLLOWING NEW RULE ON ADOPTION OP PINAL LOS CONVENTION AS A 
WHOLE: "UPON COMPLETION OP ITS WORK, THE CONPERENCE SHALL ADOPT 
THE CONVENTION ON THE LAW OP THE SEA AS A WHOLE THROUGH A SINGLE 
VOTE BY A MAJORITY TO BE DETERMINED, IP NECESSARY, IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH PARAGRAPH I OF RULE 39." (I.E., BY TWO-THIRDS OF THE STATES 
PRESENT AND VOTING, PROVIDED THAT CONSTITUTES SIMPLE MAJORITY OP 
PARTICIPANTS IN THAT SESSION OP THE CONPERENCE.) 

5. THIS VERSION OF AMERASINGHE'S COMPROMISE VOTING PROPOSAL 
IS INCORPORATED IN WORKING PAPERS WHICH SET PORTH OVERALL 
PACKAGE ALSO INCLUDING DECLARATION REAFPIRMING GENTLEMAN'S 
AGREEMEENT AND RULE 37 (BOTH SUBSTANTIALLY AS REPORTED REFTEL). 
PLENARY DISCUSSION OF PACKAGE INDICATED THAT CONSENSUS IS CLOSE ON 
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ACCEPTANCE OP WORKING PAPERS. IT IS NOT YET CLEAR WHETHER 
SINGAPORE AND LAND-LOCKED GROUP WILL WITHDRAW THEIR AMENDMENT, 
WHICH IS NOW PORMALLY TABLED EE GROUP REMAINS TO BE HEARD PROM 
PUBLICLY, THOUGH SOVIETS AND GROUP REPORTEDLY ACCEPTED IT ON 
INPORMAL BASIS. MAJOR PROBLEM HOWEVER, APPEARS TO LIE WITH APRICAN 
GROUP, WITH TANZANIA, KENYA, AND CAMEROON ALL EXPRESSING RE- 
SERVATIONS TO ONE ASPECT OR OTHER OP COMPROMISE. THERE IS ALSO SOME 
CONPUSION AS TO WHETHER INITIAL AFRICAN GROUP AGREEMENT ON IT 
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WAS BASED ON ACCURATE UNDERSTANDING OE PROPOSAL. 

6. AMERASINGHE SEEMS DETERMINED TO ADOPT RULES OE PROCEDURE 
THIS WEEK, AND THUS MEET JUNE 27 DEADLINE SET BY CONEERENCE 
LAST DECEMBER. HE WILL MEET WITH SPONSORS OF AMENDMENTS TO ALL 
OTHER DRAET RULES OE PROCEDURE TOMORROW MORNING IN PARALLEL 
EEEORT TO EORGE AGREEMENT ON OTHER ASPECTS OF RULES.
